GENERAL KENNEDY. 


Kennedy an organized band of desperadoes 
known as the “Kernedy Brothers“ was 
broken up. 

The story of the murder of James Lowry, 
on Oct. 24, 1898, was wormed from General 
Kennedy while confined in Chattanooga 
Jail. In this he implicated his cousin John, 
who, with Josephus Kennedy, a younger 
cousin, was soon behind the bars. General 
was an escaped convict from the Georgia 
1 and at the time of capture was 

ving in outlawryboldly defying the au- 
thorities of both Georgia and Tennessee in 
his mountain home, not twenty-five miles 
from here. 

The three planned a robbery of the sta- 
tion at Shell Mound, which is twenty miles 
out from Chattanooga on the Nashville, 
Chattanooga & St. Lovis Railroad, in order 
to obtain the means to rchase firearms 
for use in holding up tra and other acts 
of desperadoes. They were led to this course 
by reading yellow-backed versions of Jesse 
James, of whom they were ames admirers. 

The night operator, J. * accord- 
ing to his wont, lay A * — a. m., on 
his cot close to the office window. Creeping 
up to the window John n emptied 
the contents of a shotgun loaded with slugs 
into the head of the unconscious man— 
while General crawled into the room over 
the bleeding form and rified the cash 
drawer and the dead man’s pockets. The 
day following the latter boldly went to 
Chattanooga, buying a bottle of whisky

MISSOURI OPPORTUNITIES. 


Facts of great interest about the 
profits of mining in Southwestern Mis- 
souri were given in the Carthage corre- 
spondence of yesterday’s Sunday Post- 
Dispatch.

The fact is that in the rich agricultural 
lands, which are very, extensive in this 
State, the best returns may be obtained 
from cultivation, and in opportunities 
for profitable investment the mining re- 
sources of the State cannot be surpassed. 
The lead and zinc mines are not as prof- 
itable as the rich “strikes” in gold or 
silver, but returns are surer. 

Missouri is growing rapidly, and in 
both city and country, in agriculture, 
mining and manufacture, there are in- 
definite possibilities of development and 
unsurpassed opportunities for profitable 
investment.

BOSTON, Dee, 17.-~The American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions is- 
sued a statement on “Affairs in Turkey.“ 
which is in part as follows: 

“In the Sassoun region, south of the 
Moush plain, there are, or were, many vil- 
lages inhabited by Armenians. These peo- 
ple were systematically robbed of their 
flocks by Kurds, and in the latter part of 
the summer the Armenians pursued the 
robbe in their endeavor to recover their 
property.

TO SEEK HINDOO MANUSCRIPTS. 


Rare Writings Which a New Asiatic So- 
ciety Wil Give to the World. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The American, 
Asiatic and Sanskrit Revival Society has 
just been started in this city. It is intended 
as an American rival to the Royal Asiatic 
Society of England, and is to eclipse that 
famous institution. 

It is the first society of its kind to be or- 
ganized in this country, and its managing 
trustees are all New Yorkers. Among 
them are Clement A. Griscom, Jr., head of 
the American Steamship Line; David Nich- 
olson, managing editor of the Tribune; E. 
August Neresheimer, a merchant of No. 20 
Maiden Lane, and William Q. Judge, head 


of the Theosophical Society of America. 
A great library of ancient and rare manu- 
script is to Started, and a learned 
Brahmin pundit is to be brought over from 
India for the purpose of translating Sans- 
krit. He will take up permanent residence 


here. 

For years America has had to depend 
upon European societies in the matter of 
Oriental research. The first break was 
made by Hafvard College, where a private 
collection was started consisting of 1,000 
manuscripts, 500 of which were contrib- 
uted by of. Lanman. 

Orientalists have of late years experienced 
the greatest difficulty in persuading the 
Brahmins to sell them manuscripts. This 
is because they have been badly treated in 
the past. The manuscripts they have sur- 
rendered at various times have been mis- 
translated and learned pundits have been 
snubbed. Indian literature is essentially 
esoteric, and the Brahmins complain that 
the Europeans translate pdrables literally, 
deny that there is any esotericism and de- 
ride sac works. 

Besides this, under English rule, India 
has become impoverished and thousands of 
pundits are out of a job. In former times 
there were great seats of learning all over 
India supported by Rajahs, but of these 
only one remains. hen manuscripts would 
be surrendered the * eee expected to be 
employed to translate them, but they were 
disappointed. As a result of all this search- 
ing or manuscripts now bears little fruit. 

he American, Asiatic and Sanskrit So- 
clety will encounter no such difficulties. 
There are branches of the Theosophical 
Society all over India, their number being 
no lesss than 150. Mr. Judge, as a high 
omcer of the society and as the logical suc- 
cessor of Col. Olcott to the presidency 
when the latter dies, can get the co-opera- 
tion he wants for the asking. Among men 
on whom he can call are native princes, 
high priests, pundits and Government ofti- 
cialis. Notable among the native Theoso- 
phists is Mr. Dharmapala, who as the dele- 

te of the Southern Buddhist Church at

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Referee More West Point Cadets In- 
jured at Foot Ball Than Other Ath- 
1 Pugilism at That Academy— 
Gen Sport. 8 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dee. K. Frank 
Hinkey, who has just retired from the cap- 
taincy of the Yale foot ball eleven, and has 
been succeeded by S. B. Thorne, 96, in- 
formally discused ball yesterday. When 
asked to give his suggestions on how to 
make foot ball less rough and brutal and 
how to improve the game he made the fol- 
lowing observations: 

“Tie way to get rid of the unnecessary 
roughness and foul tactics, and, I think, 
the main way and the best way and proba- 
bly the only way that would eliminate it is 
that in coaching teams the players should 
be taught, and it should be insisted upon, 
that all their efforts should be directed to 
legitimate foot ball; and that they should 
By this idea I 
don’t mean it to be understood that a man 
should be restricted from attempting a 
struggle. I think it all depends to a great 
extent, in fact it most depends, on the in- 
dividual player himself, despite the coach- 
ing and everything else. The rule in rela- 


tion to piling on a man when thrown should 
be enforced. The rule requires that when 
a man is tackled and thrown ypon the 
ground the referee shall blow his whistle, 
and after that any piling on by other men 
is penalized by fifteen yards. his rule has 
worked pretty well this year, in a way, I 
think, because it has prevented a good deal 
of this piling on when the man is thrown. 1 
don’t think the rule needs changing in i 
self, but the umpire and the referee shoul 
be made to enforce it more strongly. 

Then there is one feature of the game 


has the appearance of roughness in it; that 
is the interferin with the center while 
snapping the ball.. The rule this year says 
the center shall have ‘full possession of the 
ball, and interference with the ball by his 
opponent shall be penalized.’ I think the 
rule ought to be made to read ‘interference 
with the center’s snapping of the ball, or 
while putting it in play by any of the oppos- 
ing team.’ Such a change would take in 
any person on the opposing team. 

“With regard to whether this year’s 
year requires that a man to make a fair 
catch must raise his hand and mark the 
spot with his heel while catching the ball. 
While catching the ball the side making the 
fair catch must take a free kick from the 
place where the fair catch is made. This 
puts them, the side making the fair catch, 
at a disadvanttage, because their rushers 
cannot get down under the ball, except a 
short high kick be made. Because of this 
disadvantage in making a fair catch, the 
Captains this year have insisted that no 
fair catches be made, and this allows the 
catchers to be thrown after catching the 
ball; if, instead of compelling a side to 
make a fair catch, they be allowed to have 
the ball down on the spot, and then are 
compelled to kick, the disadvantage of mak- 
ing a fair catch would be gotten rid of, 
as the rushers could then get down under a 
long 38 
With regard to whether this year’s 
rules made the game any less brutal or 
dangerous, in the first place I consider all 
the brutal play or the getting rid of it 
depends on the individuals themselves. 
Rules cannot wholly eliminate it. That 
rule I spoke of regarding the referee and 
umpire blowing their whistles when a man 
is thrown, ought to take out a great deal 
of the danger in the game. The partial 
ruling out of momentum mass plays has 
gotten rid of a great deal of extra work 
which is not necessary to do in play.“
